»y Deſe Teffamentes were 
2 hidden | concealed a long 
85 tyme, ſo as our teachers 
8 and the auntient Inter- 
GH - Prefers could not finde 
them.TUhich chpng hap» 

yened though the ſpitefulneſſe ofthe le« 
ves, who byreaſonof the moſte cuident, 
manifeſt , and often mopheſies of Chaift 
that are witten in them, did hyde them a 
long while . At length the Greekes beyng 
verp narrow ſearchers out of auncient wyis 
tinges, ſought theſe Teſtamentes warelp, 
and got them moꝛe warely, aud tranſlated 
tht᷑ faithfullp out of Hebre we intoGreeke. 
Mtuertheleſſe, this wzityng concinued yet 
Kill as vnknowen, becauſe there was nor 
any man to be found, that was ſkilfull both 
inthe Greeke and Latine, na; any Inter · 
meter that might pzocure the Tranſlation 
ofthis noble woꝛke, vntill the tyme of Ro- 
bert the ſecond, ſurnamed Grofthead Biz 
ſhoppe of Lincolne, who ſent diligent ſear⸗ 
chers as farre as Greece, to fetche hym a

rally. Therefozeto continue the remem- 
bzaunce of thoſe moſt lightſom pꝛopheſies 


to the ſtrengthuyng ofthe Chziltian faith, 
that reuexend Biſhop did in the pere al our 
Lode. 1442. tranſlate them plainly and 
faichfully, wode fo2 woꝛde out of Greeke 
into Latine, (in which two tongues he was 
counted very ſkilful)by the helpe of M. Ni- 
cholas Greeke, Parſon of the Churche of 
Dachet, aud Chaplaine to the Abbot ot 
Sainct Albons, to the intent that by chat 
meanes the euident pzophelies which ſhine 
moze brighter then the day light. might the 
mode glozioufly come abꝛoade to the grea- 
ter confuſion ofthe Jewes, and of all 
Veretickes and enemies ol the 
Churche of Chyiſte , to 
whom be pꝛaiſe and 
glozp for cuer 
Amen. 
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
